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Mayoral Candidates 
Visit Bernal Heights

Six of San Francisco's may- 
oral candidates discussed 
community issues with Bernal 
Heights residents at a forum held 
on October 7th in the Bernal 
Heights Neighborhood 
Center (BHNC). Can- 
didates Frank Jordan, 
Cesar Ascarrunz, Art 
Agnos, Angela Alioto 
and Gloria La Riva 
were present. Forum 
organizers invited Tom 
Hsieh and Richard 
Hongisto but they did 
not attend. 

Forum 
from the 

block clubs and organizations in 
Bernal Heights, prepared ques- 
tions for the candidates that were 
most frequently asked by resi- 
dents. The questions concerned 
crime, parking congestion.neigh- 
borhood services, development, 
parks, youth, employment, and 
public transit. 

Two hundred people packed 
into the BHNC'S dining room 



which seats less than one hundred. 
The rest of the audience over- 
flowed into the lobby. 

Candidates spoke for ten min- 
utes about their plans to improve 
the City and Bernal Heights if 
elected mayor. Then, within their 



plan to build rental units above 
the Farmer's Market parking lot 
on Alemany Boulevard. 

Frank Jordan, the first speaker, 
began his speech by reminding 
the audience he grew up on the 
comer of Crescent and Andover 




organizers Agnos, Moto. Jordan, Ascarrunz and La Riva. 
numerous 

five minutes, they answered ques- 
tions from the audience. 

All of the challengers outlined 
their plans to eliminate home- 
lessness and promised they would 
decrease the number of deputy 
mayors. The topic of affordable 
housing was the evening's most 
controversial subject, because it 
sparked debates about Market 
Heights, the proposed housing 



Streets and was a former captain 
of the Ingleside Police Station. 
He described his plan in which a 
homeless person would receive 
social security checks and other 
benefits within 72 hours of arriv- 
ing to the city. 

When questioned about afford- 
able housing, Jordan said he sup- 
ported affordable housing, but 
felt the eligibity requirement, 



$43,000 a year, was not sensible. 
"How many people earn $43,000 
a year?" Jordan asked. 

Jordan said that although the 
city needs affordable housing, 
Farmer's Market was not the place 
to put it. He cited geological stud- 
ies that showed it was unsafe to 
build on the landfill. 

At that point, Gerald 
Whitehead, president of the 
BHNC which initiated the Mar- 
ket Heights Development, chal- 
lenged Jordan's 
stance on Mar- 
ket Heights. 
Waving a Jor- 
dan flyer. 
Whitehead said 
Jordan's infor- 
mation was un- 
sound. "Is this 
the kind of in- 
vestigation and 
research you'll 
bring in to policy 
issues if you are mayor?" 
Whitehead asked Jordan. 
Whitehead referred to a fly er dis- 
tributed by Jordan's campaign 
which states the homeowners 
would be responsible for the in- 
frastructure (streets, sewers, etc.) 
improvements for the housing de- 
velopment Whitehead says that 
the Jordan flyer was total misin-

Prop B is Fair 

In my first year on the Board of 
Supervisors, I have had the op- 



portunity to work on one of the 
most important reform measures 
in San Francisco history: Propo- 
sition B. 

Present economic realities call 
for reforming City employee sal- 
ary setting standes. The current 
system locks the City into yearly 
automatic salary formulas and pay 
increases, regardless of our fiscal 
situation. 

This year the City saved $62 
million, crucial to balancing the 
budget, only because City em- 
ployees gave up scheduled salary 
increases. But this is just a one 
year "fix." What's needed is a 
plan that will bring long-term fi- 
nancial viability for the City. 

Prop B is a well-conceived, 
thoughtfully drafted reform that 
is fair to the City, to City workers, 
and to taxpayers. It will allow 



City workers to negotiate for 
wages, benefits and working 
conditions. For the first time. City 
workers will be able to negotiate 
for health benefits for their fami- 
lies. 

Italso ensures, for the first time, 
that wage increases and other 
benefits for City workers will be 
based upon the City's ability to 
pay, noton therigid salary formu- 
las we have now. Prop B pre- 
cludes strikes by requiring bind- 
ing arbitration for peaceful reso- 
lution of labor disputes. 
Please join me and vote YES on 
Novembo-S.

Done for the City

• Pursuing the only long term 
response to homelessness and af- 
fordable housing, including pas- 
sage of rent controls on vacant 
units. 

• Maintaining neighborhood 
services and doubling the City's 
funding for AIDS/HIV care. 

• Putting the beat cops in the 
neighborhoods, with the CPOP 
program. 

• Increasing the number of 
people of color and women in 
government through hiring and 
appointments. 

• Expanding the power of les- 
bians and gays. 

What about the other "progres- 
sive" candidates. Who are they 
kidding? Angela Alioto ran as a 
conservative in 1986, and lost 
badly. She tapped her families 
millions and redefined herself in 
1988 as a progressive - and has 
voted with the Mayor 95% of the 
time as a Supervisor.

formation, "He's never talked to 
us (the BHNC) or even seen 
the Market Heights 
plans -that's not how a 
mayor should research 
and evaluate an issue." \ jf^ 

Jordan responded by re- ■P^Sn^ 
mindingtheaudienceofthe {^(^^\y 
heavy traffic in the area ^ 
which would worsen if 
the apartments were builL 
He said if developers 
biiild apartments on the hill 
side area, then "you might as 
well close it (Farmer's Market) 
and open a Safeway." 

Cesar Ascarrunz, the owner of 
Cesar's Latin Palace, followed 
Jordan. Dressed in a three piece 
pinstripe suit, he spoke about the 
charity his work he has done. 

"I donate my business (facili- 
ties) completely with workers and 
that' s thousands and thousands of 
dollars (of funds raised) f o r. 
San Francisco's 
schools, home- 
less, battered 
women, every- 
thing. Which can- 
didates do that? 
None. They 
get paid for 
that." 

Ascarrunz 
also spoke of his 
empathy with the 
working man. "I'm a 
working man, a business man. I 
came to San Francisco with only 
25 cents in my pocket I went to 
UC Berkley an USF. I used to be 
a piano player, waiter, bartender, 
orchestra leader...everything." 

During the question period, a 
member of the audience asked if 
Ascarrunz would open City Hall 
as a homeless shelter. Ascarrunz 
clarified his recommendation of 
converting closed schools. He 
explained that these vacant school 
buildings, some having been 
closed for 10-15 years because of 
earthquake safety, could be con- 
verted into child care centers and 
homeless shelters. "Give home- 
less back their dignity," he im- 
plored. "They're not all drunks, 
criminals, and sick, they're good 
people. We must help them be- 
cause they're human beings." 

Ascarrunz explained he felt that 
people would not vandalize the 





school facilities because, "People 
always respect schools." He went 
on to say that people hate to live in 
shelters in the Tenderloin and said 
it's a shame that taxpayers "Pay 
millions for filthy housing." 

Ascarrunz ended by of- 
fering his nightclub's fa- 
cilities to neighborhood 
groups. "If you want my 
place, it's free." 

Cheering 'bravo' to 
Ascarrunz from the side- 
lines, candidate 
Angela Alioto then ap- 
proached the podium. 
In a brisk, confident 
voice, she spoke about the 
state of San Francisco and 
her plans for the 
City. She devoted 
much of her speech 
to the crisis of men- 
tal health facilities 
and how she would - 
improve them. 

She said city 
services are too 
mired in red tape. 
"The values of San 
Franciscans are denied by 
bureaucrats," she said. 

She also jabbed Art Agnos 
about his deputy mayors by say- 
ing, "For the price of half the 
deputy mayors, a homeless 
shelter was closed and the 
people were put out on the 
street" 

She went on to suggest that 
housing authorities should be 
former tenants who "witnessed 
the cockroaches and 
filth." 

Mayor Art 
Agnos took the podium 
after Alioto. Discarding 
his jacket, he spoke 
briefly about the ideal 
way city politics 
should be handled 
"Government ought to 
be fair to the people but a 
champion and friend to the vul- 
nerable." 

He ended his speech well under 
his time limit and opened thefloor 
to questions. "I won't make any 
sales pitch, I'll give you a chance 
to speak," Agnos told üie audi- 
ence. In response to his offer, 
many hands shot up. 

One union contractor from the 
audience questioned Agnos about 
the non-union contractor he hired 
to build his house. "The person I 
hired was a certified minority 
contractor," Agnos replied, "I 
hired under a City contract for

minorities who 
YOUR union." 
applauded. 

"The minority con- 
tractor did use union 
help two times but 
couldn't afford it all 
the time," he contin-^ 
ued. 

Agnos also de- 
fendedhisdeputy 
mayors. He ex- 
plained how, when 
faced with a reduced 
budget he decreased the 
number of deputy mayors. He 
then paid the remaining aides 
higher salaries to attract more 
skilled individuals. "Then to 
empower them, I gave them a 
fancy title - "Deputy Mayor." 

The last candidate who spoke 
was Gloria La Riva, who was 
not initially invited by the 
forum's organizers, but was 
given time to discuss her 
candidacy. She spoke pas- 
sionately about herself and 
her commitment to human 
rights. Addressing the audi- 
ence as "brothers and sisters," 
she emphasized taxing large cor- 
porations to raise revenues for job 
and city Services. 

"There's money in 
downtown San Francisco," said 
La Riva, who lives on the corner 
of Market and Fair Streets. 

La Riva also spoke out against 
the Denver Boot saying "With 
die terrible cramped parking con- 
ditions it's regressive." To ease 
the problemsof the home- 
less. La Riva proposed 
converting vacant 
buildings and the 
soon to bé vacated 
Presidio mansions 
into shelters. 
Prior to and after 
the candidate's fo- 
rum, a variety of 
Bernal residents and busi- 
ness owners gave their views of 
this year's election. Local mer- 
chants discussed issues that they 
felt should be mentioned in tiie 
campaign. 



"Do you really think the busi- 
ness tax is fair to businesses who 
gross $15,0(X)-$30,(XX) a year?" 
asked Jeanette Conley of 
the Emerald Edge, a health 
food and massageestablish- 
^ITTment on Corüand Avenue. 
Juan Reyes of Marvin 
Gardens Florist wondered 
about Jordan's position on 
small businesses and the 
homeless. He also wanted 
to ask, "How do you think 
healtii services can be im- 
proved for tiie frail elderly for 
-^Uiecity?" 

After the forum con- 
cluded, candidates were avail- 
able to individually speak with 
residents. Jim Salinas, of the Car- 
penters' Union Local 236, asked 
the candidates about their posi- 
tions on giving jobs to Bernal 
Heights youth, affordable hous- 
ing and wheüier developing Mar- 
ket Heights could provide jobs 
for youth. Mostof them answered 



that they supported affordable 
housing and providing jobs for 
youth but were sketchy on the last 
part of Salinas' question. 

Salinas said of the candidates, 
"Frank has his facts incorrect I 
don't think he did his 
homework.. .the people on his staff 
didn't give him the correct infor- 
mation. I'm very disappointed at 
his responses. Angela was very 
diplomatic, political, we'll keep 
liking her and I like a lot of what 
Gloria was saying." 

As a whole, Bernal gave a 
warm, civilized welcome to all of 
the candidates and asked good 
questions. The candidate's forum 
left Bernal residents with the 
feeling of empowerment to 
choose the right candidate on No- 
vember 5th. •

Department of Fire tells the 
story of the San Francisco Fire 
Department during the turbulent 
1960's through the eyes of an 
Irish American fire captain who 
was a native son of the City. 
Aylesworth, who will play the 
captain, based the character on a 
real-life fire captain who was a 
personal friend. We are offered a 
probing and satirical , yet humane, 
look at how genuine compassion 
and prejudice can and do exist 
side by side in the same person. 
Along the way, the actors give us 
an amid-up tour through San 
Francisco history, via characters 
like Oofty Goofty and Mary Ellen 
Pleasant. Pleasant was an African 
American civil rights leader in 
the 1800's, who extended the 
Underground Railroad to San 
Francisco. 

All of the actors in Construc- 
tion Crew's multi-cultural en- 
semble are highly skilled and bring 
a wide range of experience to the 
project Mitzie Abe has performed 
with Asian American Theater and 
in the film Living on Tokyo Time. 
Andrea Brembry recently com- 
pleted Go Down, Garvey with 
Theaterworks in Palo Alto, and 
Catherine Conway has extensive 
experience with the Company 
Chaddick dance performance 



group (Cheryl Chaddick and Ay- 
lesworth are co-directing the 
piece). In keeping with 
Aylesworth's rapid-fire, music 
and movement oriented style, the 
actors will all play multiple roles.

hacen los residentes. Preguntas 
concernientes al crimen, conges- 
tionamiento de parqueo, servicios 
para el vecindario, ampliaciones, 
parques, empleo para jóvenes y 
transportación pública. 

Los candidatos presentaron sus 
planes para disminuir el número 
de personas ambulantes y tam- 
bién prometieron disminuir el 
número de alcaldes delegados. El 
tema sobre casas con precios 
favorables fue el más discutido 
porque involucró discusiones a la 
propuesta de Market Heights de 
construir unidades para rentar en 
el lote del parqueo en el Farmer's 
Market sobre Alemany Boule- 
vard. 

El primer conferencian te.Frank 
Jordan, inició su discurso recor- 
dando a la audiencia que el creció 
en la esquina de las calles Cres- 
cent y Andover y que fué capitán 
del Departamento de Policía en 
Ingleside.

En ese momento, el presidente 
de BHNC, Gerald Whitehead, 
quien inició el tema del Market 
Heights, desafió a Jordan sobre su 
concepto de Market Heights y 
ondeando una bandera a Jordan 
dijo que el estudio geológico de 
Jordan no tenía fundamento y le 
hizo la siguiente pregunta: 

Será esta clase de investiga- 
ciones e informaciones las que 
presentarás cuando seas elegido 
alcalde? 

Jordan respondió recordando a 
la audiencia del tráfico pesado en 
el área lo cual empeoraría si los 
apartamentos se construyen. El 
dijo que de construirse los apar- 
tamentos en la colina, "deberían 
cerrar el Farmer's Market y abrir 
un Safeway". 

Cesar Ascarrunz, el propietario 
del Cesar's Latin Palace, habló a 
continuación de Jordan. Vistiendo 
un traje de tres piezas, habló sobre 
la caridad que él ha hecho con su 
trabajo. 

"Yo doné mi negocio (locali- 
dades) completamente con tra- 
bajadores y esos miles y miles de 
dólares (fondos recaudados) para 
las escuelas de San Francisco, 
personas sin hogar, mujeres aban- 
donadas, en fin de todo. Qué 
candidatos hacen eso? Ninguno. 
Ellos reciben un pago por ello" 

Ascarrunz también habló de su 
simpatía hacia el hombre 
irabajador.'To soy un hombre 



trabajador, un hombre de ne- 
gocio. Yo vine a San Francisco 
con solo 25 centavos en mi 
bolsillo. Yo fui a la Universidad 
de Berkeley y a la de San Fran- 
cisco. Yo tocaba piano, fui 
mesero, bartender, director de 
orquesta, ...de todo." 

Durante el período de pregun- 
tas, un miembro de la audiencia 
preguntó si Ascarrunz abriría el 
City Hall como un albergue para 
la gente sin hogar. Ascarrunz 
aclaró su recomendación de 
convertir las escuelas cerradas. 
El explicó sobre esos edificios 
de escuelas vacias, algunos 
habían sido cerrados por 10-15 
años por motivos de seguridad 
sísmica y podrían ser converti- 
dos en centros para cuidado de 
niños y albergues para personas 
sin hogar. "Devolverles su dig- 
nidad a los sin hogar," recalcó. 
"No todos ellos son bonachos, 
criminales y enfermos, ellos son 
buena gente.

receives tine City's IVIedal of Merit for Bravery 



On October 24th, Mayor Art 
Agnos presented the San Fran- 
cisco Medal of Merit-lhe city's 
highest civilian honor-to Mary 
Cobbs, a single mother, who 
braved hardship and threats to 
testify against a murderer. 

Cobbs, who lived with 
her two children in the 
Alemany housing project 
in the south part of Bemal 
Heights, witnessed a brutal 
drug-related murder on 
June 30, 1990. 

"Mary Cobbs' bravery, 
and her resolve to do the 
right thing, stand out like a 
beacon at a time when too 
many people turn and look 
theother way," Agnos said, 
"She had everything to lose 
and nothing to gain, but she stood 
firm and had the courage to make 
the system work." 

Despite threats to her and her 
family, she came forward and tes- 
tified against gunman Maurice 



Caldwell, who was recently sen- 
tenced to life in prison for his 

crime. 

Cobbs and her family have 
since been relocated to a new 
home for their own protection. 

In addition the the Medal of 




Merit, Mayor Agnos also pre- 
sented Cobbs and her children 
with $1000 in cash, an all-éx- 
penses paid vacation to 
Disneyland, & $150 gift certifi- 
cate from The Gap, and a basket 



of cosmetics from Nordstroms. 
The vacation was donated by 
United Airlines, Hilton Hotels 
and Disney. The $1,000 in cash 
was donated by the SF Chamber 
of Commerce and the Concemed 
Citizens of Sail Francisco. 

Agnosalso announced that 
the Federal government has 
doubled San Francisco's 
funds for an innovative drug 
prevention program - more 
federal funds than were 
awarded to any other Ameri- 
can city. "While we will 
continue to attack the drug 
problem at the level of law 
enforcement, we must also 
attack with equal fervor with 
prevention, counseling and 
economic opportunity as an 
alternative to drugs, " Agnos said. 

The City ' s innovative preven- 
tion programs, including the 
Gang Prevention program and 
Mayor's Youth Fomm, have 
become a national model. •

The following is an excerpt of 
the 1991 Community Service 
Award speech given by Officer 
Ibay at the Bernal Heights 
Neighborhood's Center "Caba- 
ret" on October 18th. 

I feel really good that we, 
meaning the community and the 
police working as a team, aire 
making a difference in Bemal 
Heights - making it a safer neigh- 
borhood for everyone. I feel 
awkward, though, to be honored 
for a job that I am getting paid for 
and for an assignment which I 
enjoy doing as much as camping 
in the wilderness with my family. 
I feel doubly awkward to receive 
an award for a job assignment in 
a neighborhood where it is rela- 
tively safe, although there is still 
a lot of room for improvement. 
This is in comparison to the many 
dangoous assignments of the 



women and men of the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department. Eyery- . 
day these officers put on their 
uniforms and badges at the start 
of their shifts wondering if that 
could be their last - or if they will 
finish their shifts with the same 
amount of holes in their bodies as 
when they started. These offi- 
cers do their job night and day 
with dedication; but they are not 
being honored tonight. And they 
don't expect to be. 
I would like to share with you a 
conversation I had with a fellow 
police office just two days ago. 
This officer, along with two oth- 
ers, responded to a call for assis- 
tance in theSunnydalearea. They 
provided assistance and handled 
the situation. On their way back 
to their patrol cars, bottles were 
thrown at them by Walking the
